ORASM UCH as it hath pleaſed Almighty God, the great Creator and Judge 

of Heaven and Earth, on the Seventh Day of June, One thouſand ſix hundred 
ninety two, juſtly to puniſh the Inhabitants of this Iſland for their manifold Sins an- 
Wickedneſſes committed againſt his Divine Majeſty, by a moſt terrible and dreadlul 
Earthquake, which not only laid waſte our Eſtates and Places of Habitation in general, 
but alſo deſtroyed many hundreds of People; which tremendous Judgement was ſucceeded 
by a raging Sickneſs and Mortality, that few or no Families eſcaped : Now, that ſo ſignal 
a Viſitation may be had in perpetual Remembrance, and we and our Poſterity may, by 
humbling ourſelves, endeavour to appeaſe God's imminent Wrath, and prevent heavier 
Judgements, we, your Majeſties moſt dutiful and loyal Subjects, your Majeſties Licutenant- 
Governor, Council, and Aſſembly of this your Iſland of Jamaica, do moſt humbly be-

The LAWS o, JAMAICA. 


An Act for raiſing Parties to ſuppreſs rebellious and run- 
away Negroes. 


HEREAS the runaway and rebellious Negroes in this Iſland have of late mur- 

dered ſeveral of the Inhabitants thereof, as well white Perſons as Negroes, and 
have plundered and deſtroyed many of the ſmall and Out-ſettlements, and do ſtill in great 
Numbers continue doing what Robberies and other Miſchiefs they are able, and daily in- 
creaſe their Numbers, by other Negroes running away and joining with them, which may 
be of fatal Conſequence, if not timely ſuppreſſed, by taking ſome ſpeedy Courſe to reduce 
them; be it therefore enacted by his Majeſty's Lieutenant-Governor, Council, and Aſſem-

bly, and it is hereby enacted by the Authority of the ſame, That it ſhall and may be Officers im-

Month, and the reſt of the Party each Fifty Shillings per Month, beſides all Plunder and 
other Encouragement given them in an Act, intituled, An AZ for the better Order and Go- 
vernment of Slaves : Which Party ſhall uſe their utmoſt Endeavours to purſue, take, and 
deſtroy ail ſuch Negroes, not only within the Limits and Bounds of their own Precincts, 
but alſo in any other adjoining Precinct, until any One of the Commiſſion-officers of that 
Precinct where the Party then is, ſhall have Notice from the Commander of the ſaid Party 
to raiſe another Party to follow the ſaid Rebels or Runaways, nor preſume to. return to 
their Habitations, until they have either reduced the faid runaway or rebellious Negroes, 
or that the other Party be raiſed, or that they have been out in the Purſuit of them one 
whole Month, if not ſooner recalled by their Commanding-officer ; and that then, on the 
Return of the ſaid Party or Parties, their Colonel, or next Commanding-officer, as afore- 
ſaid, ſhall give a Certificate under his Hand what is due to each Perſon belonging to the 
ſaid Party; which Certificate appearing before the Governor or Commander in Chief of 
this Iſland for the time being, the ſaid Parties ſhall forthwith receive out of the Revenue, 
by an Order from the Governor and Council, their full Pay mentioned in the Certificate 
aforeſaid : And whatſoever Officer or private Sentinel ſhall refuſe the lawful Command of 
his Colonel or next Commanding-officer, as aforeſaid, by not going out in the ſaid Party, 
or procuring an able Man well armed in his Stead to perform his Duty, the ſaid Colonel, 
or next Commanding-officer, ſhall forthwith commit the ſaid Officer or private Sentinel 
into Cuſtody of the Marſhal of the Regiment, in order to be tried and puniſhed as is pro- 
vided againſt ſuch as diſobey their ſuperior Officers 

III. AND whereas a Party was formerly commanded out by Col. Modyford Freeman, 
under the Command of Fames Hammond, with a Promiſe to be paid, as was then agreed on 
by the ſaid Col. Freeman, but have not yet received their Pay; be it therefore enacted by 
the Authority aforeſaid, That Lieutenant Colonel Nicholas Richardſon 1s hereby impowered 
to account with the Men belonging to the ſaid Party, and certify to the Governor what 
Monies remain due to them; which Party, after having accounted as aforeſaid, ſhall forth- 
with be paid out of the Treaſury of this Iſland, by an Order from the Governor and 
Council to the Receiver-general.

Four of the Perſons nomi- 
nated in that Act, did under their Hands and Seals ſet free a Negroe Man, named Cornelius, 
belonging to Fobn Lewis of Port Royal, Merchant, which they valued to be worth Thirty 
and five Pounds: And by virtue of the ſame Act, Richard Lloyd, Jobn Walters, and Tho- 
mas Binalows, Eſqs. Three of the Perſons nominated in the ſaid Act, did under their Hands 
and Seals ſet free a Negroe Man, named Sazry, belonging to the Eſtate of Jonathan Aſiiſt, 
deceaſed, which they valued to be worth Thirty Pounds : And whereas ſeveral other Per- 
ſons, Inhabitants of this Iſland, have had ſeveral Negroes freed by virtue of the aforeſaid 
Act, and have ſince been paid by virtue of one other Act, intituled, An Ad for rai/ing the 
Sum of Eleven thouſand Pounds for paying the Debts contracted during the Deſcent of the French, 
and what remained in the Receivers Hands, raiſed by virtue of that Act, more than was 
paid away by the ſaid Recciyer's being appropriated to the Revenue: And the ſaid 7%

HERE As it has been found by fatal Experience, that permitting of Gunpowder 
in great Quantities upon Port Royal, and the covering the Houſes with Shingles

Britain for Education, very many have conliderably ſuffered in their Eſtates, by 
the Death of their Anceſtors during their Abſence, for want of Inventories being returned 
into the Secretary's Office of the Perſonal Eſtate their Anceſtors were poſſeſſed of at the 
Time of their Death : And whereas it has frequently happened, that during the Abode of 
ſuch Youth in Great Britain (which often continues for 'Ten or Fifteen Years) not only 
their immediate Anceſtors, but the Executors of ſuch Anceſtors have died, whereby their 
Eſtates have fallen into the Hands, and under the Management of Executors or Admini- 
ſtrators to ſuch Executors, who have been Strangers to the firſt Teſtators; and no Inven- 
tory having been made by the Executors, it has been impoſſible to diſcover the Teſtator's 
Eſtate : And ſuch Orphans at their Return to this Iſland have found their Eſtates very

(now in force) intituled, An AF for raiſing a Revenue to his Majeſty, his Heirs and 
Succeſſors, for the Support of the Government of this Iſland, and for maintaining and repairing 
bis Majeſty*s Forts and Fortifications, it is, amongſt other Things, therein enacted, That the 
Sum of One thouſand two hundred and fifry Pounds, ariſing as therein declared, be 
yearly, and every Year, paid and appropriated unto the repairing, building, and re- 
building of his Majeſty's Forts and Fortifications : And whereas the Wall of Port Royal is

HER IL AS the River called Rio Cobre, or the Town River, that paſſeth by St. 

Jago de la Vega, is, for ſeveral Miles together about the Caymanas, ſtopt up, and 
hath wholly loſt its own Channel, by means of the late terrible Hurricane and the extra- 
ordinary Floods, and by the Abundance of Trees and great Quantities of Rubbiſh that 
hath been fallen above upon the ſaid River, and upon other ſmall Rivers and Gullies that fa! 
into the ſame, whereby the Road leading that Way from the Town of St. Jago de la Hg, 
and Pariſh of St. Catharine, to the Pariſh of St. Audrew and Town of Kingfon, may be- 
come dangerous, and in a great Meaſure obſtruct the Communication by Land, not only 
between the ſaid Towns and Pariſhes, but alſo between the Lecward and Windward Parts 
of this Iſland : Be it enacted therefore and ordained by the Governor, Council, and Aſſem— 
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Their Power. 
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bly, and it is hereby enacted and ordained by the Authority of the fame, That the Go- 
vernor or Commander in Chief for the time being, be hereby impowered to iſſue out a 
Commiſſion in the Nature of a Commiſſion of Sewers, under the Broad Seal of this 
Iſland, thereby conſtituting and appointing Nine good and ſufficient Freeholders, ſuch as 
the Governor or Commander in Chief, as aforeſaid, with the major Part of the Council, ſhall

And whereas the Place of holding the Seſſions, Elections, Courts of Common-pleas, and 
Veſtries for the Pariſh and Precinct of St. Ekzabeth, ever ſince the dividing the ſame into 
the three Pariſhes of Meſtmoreland, Hanover, and St. Elizabeth, has been in the Place for- 
merly accuſtomed and uſed for that Purpoſe ; which ſince the ſaid Diviſion is now become 
near the one Side or extreme End of the faid Pariſh of St. Elizabeth, and is thereby no 
{mall Hardſhip on, and Inconvenience to the Inhabitants of the ſaid Pariſh, who live as 
well in the Centre as in the other Side or extreme End thereof, ſome of whom are at leaſt

modious, and ſafe Way may be laid out, from the Cave in the Pariſn of Veſtmoreland, to 
the ſaid Weſt End of the Pariſh of St. Zames, Your Majeſty's moſt dutitul and loyal 
Subjects, the Aſſembly of this Your Iſland of Jamaica, moſt humbly beſecch Your Maje- 
ſty that it may be enacted, and be it enacted by the Governor, Council, and Aſſembly, 
and it is hereby enacted and ordained by the Authority of the fame, That a Highway or 
Road be, with all convenient Speed, run out, cut, and made, leading from the Cave

An Af for the more effeftual directiug the Marſhal's Pro. 
ceedings, and regulating thereof. 


HERE AS many and great Abuſes have been introduced in the Execution of 
the Office of Provoſt-marſhal of this Iſland, and many exorbitant Fees have been 
demanded and taken, contrary to the Laws of this Iſland, or not warranted by any Laws 
now in Force; and more 7 ee there has been demanded and taken for Mile, money, 
in the Service of Writs of Summons, Arreſts, and other Proceſs, much more than the 
Law directs; and for Bail-bonds taken upon Arreſts, Writs of Attachment, Writs of 
Ne exeat Inſula, and other Writs : And of late, when Negrocs, Cattle, and other Things 
have been advertiſed to be ſold, there has been inſerted a Nota bene, That the Provoſt- 
marſhal will not warrant the Titles; whereby ſuch Negroes, Cattle, and other Things, 
have been fold for much leſs than their Value, and oftentimes have remained in Cuſtody 
for want of Buyers; and thereby, and by ſecond and clandeſtine Sales, the Creditor has 
been delayed and injured, and the Dcbtor has been utterly ruined : And it hath often 
happened, that Levies are returned upon Writs of Execution, and no Notice given thereof 
to the Defendants; and ſometimes Levies have been returned by the Deputy-marſhals, 
when in Fact they never had Precepts to enable them ſo to do; and it hath long been the 
Practice of Perſons in the ſaid Office, when Writs of Venditioni exponas have been lodged, 
and but a ſmall Part of the Debt levied or received, that the whole Fees are charged and 
detained, though no more ought ſo to be, than in Proportion to what is ſo received and 
paid to the Plaintiffs ; and it hath alſo happened, that by the Provoſt-marſhals having it 
in his Power to open his Office in the Morning of the Day when Writs of Executions are 
or may be firſt lodged with him after each Court, that oftentimes undue Preference hath 
been given, and ſome Perſons have thereby received their whole Debts, and others have 
been Loſers of the whole, or the greateſt Part of their Debts : For the preventing of

feited, and reveſted in his Majeſty, his Heirs and Succeſſors, by virtue of this or the ſaid e4 Lands to 
Explanatory Act, either within the ſaid Tract of thirty Thouſand Acres, or in any other — ab 
Part of the faid Pariſh, and ſhall lay an Order thereon, and apply to the Commiſſioners or ut tame, 
any Three of them for an Aſſignment thereof; the Commillioners, to whom ſuch Appli- 
cation ſhall be made, ſhall be and are hereby obliged to aſſign the lame, ſetting forth in 
the ſaid Aſſignment, by whom the laid Lands were before patented, and for what the ſame 
became forfeited; which Aſſignment the ſaid Commiſſioners ſhall return in two Parts, un- 
der their Hands and Scals, the one of which ſhall be filed with the Clerk of the Patents, 
and the other ſhall be annexed to the Patent, and recorded with the ſame in the Secretary's 
Office of this Iſland within the Time limited for recording of Decds and Patents: And 
all Patentees of Land within the ſaid Pariſh, who ſhall obtain Grants, and record the ſame 
in Manner aforeſaid, ſhall be, and hereby have a good, firm, and unden:able Title to tne 
Land. ſo granted, againſt all other and former Patentecs, as fully in every Reſpett as if the 
Lands fo granted had been found forfeited and veſted in his Majeſty by a Jury, or Procla- 
mation had been made thereof in his Majeſty's Supreme Court of Judicature, or any other 
Ways whatſoever. Provided always that ſuch new Grantee do ſettle the Lands ſo to him 
granted, according to the Conditions, Limitations, and Reſtrictions in this and the ſaid 
Explanatory Act mentioned. Provided alſo, That all Perſons who have Lots of Land in 
the Town of Tzitchfie(d, ſhall have ſix Months from the paſſing this Act to build thereon, 
and to comply with the Terms of the ſaid Explanatory Act, in cate no new Grants have 
been made of ſuch Lots and Buildings erected by ſuch new Patentecs; any thing herein 
contained to the contrary thercof in any wile notwithſtanding. 
XIII. Axp whereas, for want of a Book of Records being hitherto kept in the foid Pa- 
riſh, it cannot be certainly known or proved whether any, and who in particular of the 
prelent Inhabitants of the ſaid Pariſh have been deficient, in duly complying with the Con- 
chtions of the ſaid Explanatory Act; be it therefore enacted by the Authority aforgtad, 
That all ſuch Perſons Who have patented any Lands in the ſaid Pariſh, and ſcttled the lam, porn in 
and have continued to carry on a Settlement or Settlements thereon tor the Space of five have p t: d 
Years, ſha!l be, and they hereby are deemed and allowed to have a good, firm, and law- 1 3 
ful Title to their Lands fo granted and ſetiled; any Law, Cuſtom, or Ulage to the con- Title thereus, 
trary in any wile notwithſtanding.

XIV. And whereas it hath been Cuſtomary for Commiſſioners, ſingly and at different 
Times and Places, to 1 Lands to new Settlers ; which may occaſion Diſputcs to ari ſe, 
on account of Priority: For Prevention of which Inconveniency, be it enacted by the Au- 
thority aforeſaid, That from and after the paſſing of this Act, all Aſſignments of Lands, 
which ſhall not be duly executed by a Quorum of the Commiſſioners met together at ſome 
certain Place in the ſaid Pariſh, ſhall be null and void. 

XV. AnD that there may be at all Times a ſufficient Number of Commiſſioners reſid- 
ing in the ſaid Pariſh to make a Quorum, be it enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That 
Samuel Brown and John Smith Eſqrs. and Francis Sparke and John Pceke Sutton, Gent. be 
added to the Number of thoſe mentioned in other and former Acts. 

XVI. AnD in order to keep up the Number of Commiſſioners for the future, it ſhall 
and may be lawful for the Preſident, Governor, or Commander in Chicf for the time being, 
to nominate and appoint ſuch Perſon or Perſons to be Commiſſioners as to him ſhall ſeem 
meet, upon the Death, Removal, or other Incapacity of any of the ſaid Perſons already 
appointed by this or any other Act. 

XVII. AnD be it further enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That all Perſons nominat- 
ed, deputed, and appointed by the Preſident, Governor, or Commander in Chief, ſhall, 
within three Months next after the Date of his Deputation, record the ſame in the faid 
Book of Records, and take the Oath appointed to be taken by the Commiſſioners, in an 
Act, intituled, An Act to encourage white People to come over and become Setilirs in this Iſland ; 
and for the more eaſy and ſpeedy ſettling the North-eaſt Part thereof; which Oath the reſt of 
the Commiſſioners, or any Three of them, are hereby impowered to adminiſter ; and ſuch 
Perſon or Perſons ſo nominated, deputed, and appointed, and the ſaid Deputation recorded, 
ſhall and may, from and immediately after the taking the ſaid Oath, in all Things act as a 
Commiſſioner, in as full and ample a Manner, and be ſubject to the ſame Penalties, as if they 
had been named and appointed in this or any other Act, 

XVIII. Anp whereas by the Act, intituled, An AF for ſettling the Nortb-eaſt Part of 
the Iſland, it is enacted, That all Lands within the Tract deſcribed in the Plat unto the faid 
Act annexed, were veſted or ſhould be veſted in his Majeſty : And whereas by the ſaid other 
Act, intituled, An Ad for encouraging white People to come over and become Settlers in this 
Land; and for the more eaß and ſpeedy ſetiling the North-eaſt Part thereof, it is enacted, 
That the ſaid Lands, deſcribing them to be bounded North and North-eaſt by the Sca, from 
the Mouth of White River to the Weſtward of the Mouth of the River Grandy, thence 
directly South the Diſtance of fourteen Miles, then Eaſt till it meets with Swift River, 
thence South-eaſt forty nine Degrees to the Head of Sulphur River, and from thence in a 
ſtraight Line to White River, and alſo the Iſland called Lynch's and, ſhould be, and for 
ever thereafter be taken and eſteemed, to all Intents and Purpoſes, an intire and diſtinct 
Pariſh, ſeparate from the Pariſhes of St. George and St. Thomas in the Eaſt, and be called 
and known by the Name of the Pariſh of Portland. 

XIX. ProviDED always, That no Clauſe or Clauſcs in the ſaid laſt mentioned, or any 
former Act, ſhould extend to take into the ſaid Pariſh any Lands in the Pariſh of St. George 
that were then ſettled ; any Law, Cuſtom, or Uſage to the contrary in any wiſe notwith- 
ſtanding. 

XX. Ap whereas there were at the Time of paſſing the ſaid laſt mentioned Act, ſome 
few Scttlements within the ſaid Boundaries, which have been ſince thrown up and deſerted, 
and which may hereafter occaſion Diſputes to ariſe between the ſaid Two Pariſhes of Portland 
and St. George : For Prevention whereof, be it enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That 
all the Lands within the Boundaries deſcribed by the ſaid two laſt mentioned Acts, ſhall for 
ever hereafter be deemed, taken, and allowed to be in and belonging unto the ſaid Pariſh of 
Portland; any Law, Cuſtom, or Ulage to the contrary in any wile notwithſtanding. 

XXI. ProviDED always, and it is hereby enacted, That this Act, nor any thing here- 
in contained, ſhall be of any Force to diminiſh, add to, or alter the Conditions, Limita- 
tions, and Reſtrictions of two ſeveral Parcels of Land at Long Bay and Manchionele, veſted 
in his Majeſty, his Heirs and Succeſſors, by virtue of two ſeveral Acts, the one intituled, 
An AF for the better ſettling and ſecuring the Iſland, and veſting ſeveral Parcels of Land in the 
Crown, and for building of Barracks, and fitting out of Parties for the Reduction of the re- 
bellious Negroes, and for cutting of Roads; the other intituled, An Ad for the Eaſe and Re- 
lief of the Inhabitants of this Iſland iu building Barracks, and remedying and ſupplying ſome De- 
fects and Om iſſions in the late Barracking Law ; but that the Land ſo veſted, ſhall be and 
remain in his Majeſty, his Heirs and Succeſſors, and in the Perſons to whom they are or 
ſhall be granted, on the Conditions, Limitations, and Reſtrictions, and to the Uſcs, Intents, 
and Pupoſes mentioned in the ſaid two Barracking Acts, as fully in every Reipect, as if this 


Act had not been made; any thing herein contained to the contrary in any wile notwith- 
ſtanding. 
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
